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Continuation of 3. NOTE: It is not clear that changes to claim 1 language from that indicated to be allowable (as presented in pending 
claim 2) reduces issues. It is suggested that should Prosecution be continued, that limitations of claim 2 be literally incorporated to avoid 
raising new issues and/or changing scope of claim from that considered during the unlimited stage of Prosecution. 



Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: argument that limitations of pending claim 6 
(proposed to be entered into claim 5) define from the reference are not persuasive since the limitation is phrased functionally as a 
potential modification of the structure that is claimed as the invention, but does not require prior art actually have the arrangement of the 
modification. 

One of ordinary skill in the art would recognize that prior art is inherently capable of modification as functionally recited in claim 6, and 
tfurthermore, should it be so modified; both hook portions would continue to be biased due to their common arrangement on the swing 
member. 

However, it is further noted that the functionally-recited potential modification of the structure/arrangement set forth as the invention has 
even broader scope since it does not require that both hook portions would be biased should someone decide to modify the claimed 
invention as functionally recited. In any case, the limitation of pending claim 6 does not clearly define any structure that might be relied 
upon to patentably distinguish from the well-known structure of the prior art. See MPEPO 21 14.
